William Sh eph erd, of M anilla, wh o 
form erly lived h ere, h aving m arried 
Miss Bessie Levi, wh o afterw ards se­ 
cured a divorce, was acquitted in th e 
S q uire’s court at Sh elby ville Saturday , 
wh ere h e was arraigned on a serious 
ch arge, th e accuser being Pearl An 
gsrm ier,

girl 
from 
Fountaintow n. 
Th e parents of th e ch ild both tesfci 
fled, b ring iag ont dan ag ing < vidence 
against Sh eph erd. 
“ How old ii th e girl, any w ay ?” 
would be a question arising in th e 
m ind of any one wh o h eard th e testi 
mony . 
H er fath er 
stated th at sh e 
would be six y ears old th e eleventh of 
nex t March . 
Th e 
m oth er 
th ough t 
th at sh e would be seven y ears old on 
th at date. 
Th e m idget h erself twice 
replied th a t h h e was th ree y ears old. 
Th e State ran up against a stone 
w all wh en it tried to introduce th e lit 
tie girl as a witness. 
Th e statute pro 
vides th at a ch ild less th an ten y ear* 
is not a com petent witness un 
is sh own th at th e ch ild under 
stands th e nature and solemnity of 
an oath . 
Th e g irl was a*ked wh at 
sh e understood by sw earing th a t sin* 
would 
tell th e truth . 
Sh e replied 
th a t it m eant th a t if sh e didn’t tell 
th e truth , wh en sh e went to h eaven 
sh e would be put in a h ole and would 
be burned. 
Prosecutor Hack asked h er if sh e. 
knew wh o made th e world. 
Sh e re 
plied, 
“ G od.” 
A ttorney Blair for 
th e defendant, asked h er if sh e h ad 
ever gone to sch ool. 
Sh e answered 
th a t sh e h ad gone to Sunday sch ool 
th ree times, and th at on Easter sh e 
h ad g one out and 1 untert for th e eggs 
th e bunnies laid. 
In ch ildish pra ttle 
sh e described h er pleasure in finding 
th e bnnny eggs. 
“ Wh at did th ey talk 
to y ou about wh en y ou went to S un­ 
day sch ool? ' asked Blair. “ Th ey told 
me to come h ack nex t S unday .” was 
th e reply . 
Sh e 
couldn’t tell much 
about any scriptural or moral teach ­ 
ings th a t h ad been im parted to h er, 
but said h er 
parents h ad told h er 
stories about "w icksens. “ 
L ater in th e ex am ination sh e said 
th a t h er parents h ad told h er to say

As th ere was 
absolutely noth ing 
before th e court w h ich tended to sh 6w 
th a t Sh eph erd h ad been guilty of an 
assault, h e was found not guilty and 
disch arged from custody .

ruffled h is mane and became unm an­ 
ageable, bringing ont th e fact th at 
wh ilo a 
m an can cow and subdue 
ferocious wild animals, never y et h as 
th ere lived a son of Adam, wh o was 
competent of besting Joh n Barley corn 
—m aking 
h im 
jum p th rough , roll 
over and play dead. 
Morroe h as been w ith th e Gaskill 
anim al sh ow for th ree y ears, ami it 
is th ough t th at th e trouble h ad its 
origin in th e m uch ly discussed ques­ 
tion of th e present day —th e 'affinity 
of two souls. 
It is said th at th e animal 
trainer 
and G askill's wife h ave h ad a warm 
feeling for each oth er for some time, 
as th e two performed daily w ith th e' 
wild'anim alu, and th is h ad incensed 
th e h usband. 
Words followed several 
times between h usband and wife and 
th e leading 
man of th e sh ow last 
week, and S aturday ’s fracas was th e 
culm ination of th e affair. 
Morroe appeared at th e tent S a tur­ 
day afternoon apparently under th e 
influence of liquor, and wh ile h olding 
a confidential conversation w ith Mrs. 
Gaskill, it is said th a t th e h usband 
approach ed th e pair and im mediately 
began to upbraid th em. 
Morroe say s 
h e “ got back” at th e proprietor of th e 
place with a line of sarcasm and th at 
th e latter th reatened to cut h is th roat 
with a knife. 
Th e two traiuers th en 
went into one of th e^large wagons and 
locked th e door beh ind th em. 
Gaskill 
« lemanded repeatedly th at th ev open 
th e door,'and getting no response sent 
for City Marsh al Price 
To th e officer 
h e declared th e man was armed w ith 
a ¡18 caliber revolver and h ad th re a t­ 
ened to sh oot h im. and h e asked th e 
officer to break open .th e door and 
place th e fellow under'arrest. 
Price h ad Gaskill swear out a w a r­ 
rant and accompanied by Officer Pea 
went to th e place anticipating a pistol 
battle. 
But th e 
appearance of th e 
bine coats put a dampm-r on th e affair 
and Morroe submitteii to arrest w ith ­ 
out a protest, and taken to jail by th e 
offieer. 
Sh ortly after h is incarceration in 
th e bastile Mrs. G askill appeared on 
th e scene, bringing 
th e prisoner a 
num ber of cigars and carry ing out 
one of th e corporal works of mercy , 
th at of visiting th e imprisoned, aud 
bringing good ch rer to “ th e sad in 
h e a rt.” 
Sh e said sh e would give a 
five dollar note to learn th e name of 
th e on wh o swore out th e w arrant, 
not know ing th at it was h er h usband. 
Sh e declared th at if Morroe was dis­ 
ch arged from th e sh ow sh e m eant to 
quit and go back to h er h ome. 
A t th e evening performance a y oung 
man took th e five female lions th rough 
th eir regular act. b nt h e did not a t ­ 
tem pt to h andle th e ferocious male 
U on. 
Morroe was released Sunday m orn­ 
ing and left for Terre H aute, wh ere 
h e w ill probably join th e sh ow. 
Th ose in ch arge of th e amusement 
company were all a very gentlem anly 
lot, but some of th e employ es h ad an 
“ off w eek” last week; th e Italians 
h ad a figh t early in th e week, two

—A fearful head-o n co llisio n between 
the so uthbo und Quebec ex p ress and a 
no rthbo und freight train o n the Co n 
co rd divisio n o f the Bo sto n & Maine 
railro ad o ccurred fo ur miles no rth o f 
Canaan statio n early Sunday , due to 
a m istake in train disp atcher’s o rders, 
and

co ach there were taken o ut tw enty 
fo ur dead and dy ing and twenty -seven 
o ther p assengers, m o st o f them seri­ 
o usly injured. 
Nearly all tho se who 
were in the death car were returning 
fro m a fair at Sherbro o ke, Quebec, 
six ty miles no rth. 
The co nducto r o f the freight train 
was given to understand th at he had 
p lenty o f time to reach a siding by 
the night o p erato r at Canaan statio n, 
receiving, acco rding to the sup erinten­ 
dent o f the divisio n, a co p y o f a tele­ 
grap h o rder fro m the train disp atcher 
a t Co nco rd which co nfused the train 
num bers 30 and 34. 
The w'reck o ccurred just after the 
ex p ress had ro unded into a straight 
stretch o f track, but o wing to the ear 
ly m o rning m ist neither engineer saw 
the o th er’s headlight nutil to o late. 
The so uthbo und train co nsisted o f 
a baggage car. p assenger co ach, sm o k­ 
ing car and fo ur sleep ers.

34 was o ne ho ur and ten m inutes late. 
The o rder which Co nducto r Law rence 
o f the freight train sho wed after the 
accident distinctly states th at No . 30 
instead o f No . 34 was an ho ur and ten 
m inutes late. 
Co nducto r Law rence, 
believing that he had sufficient time 
in the ho ar and ten m inutes to reach 
the sidetrack at W est Canaan, fo ur 
miles bey o nd, befo re No .
